IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Hypes Election Bill Now Up to the Governor-Myers 


Salary Bill Passes House-Berry County Salary 


Bill Goes Through the Senate-The 


New Game Law. 


Columbus, April 20—The Legislature 


on Tuesday spent a busy day, and en- 
acted much important legislation. 


The Chisholia bill, legalizing the sell- 


ing of pools on races at county fairs 
and race courses, passed the Senate 
yesterday by a vote of 17 to 10 and 
needs only the governor's approval to 
become a law. 


The governor has been represented 


heretofore as oeing against! the meas- 


ure. 


That it was not discussed in the Sen- 


ate prior to passage was due to the 
failure of Senator Carson, who alone 
evinced a disposition to decisively op 
pose it, to respond to the president's 
inquiry for remarks. 


For once ttw ironclad rule of the 


Senate to keep everyone off the floor 
and the lobby clear of standing vis- 
itors, was utterly ignored. • 


Shumaker, who sat silent at his desk 


when his name was called, was the 
only senator on the floor not voting, 
and the resxilt stood 16 to 10, one vote 
shy of sufficient to pass. 


At this juncture Cbisholm, author of 


the measure, stepped inside the rail, 
and walked 
quickly to Shumaker*s 


desk. He talked to him a moment in 
a whisper. Clark Scobey called "Shu- 
maker,"' and the Cleveland senator 
gave the bill the vote which passed it. 


Senator Overturf is not recorded ir. 


the vote. 


With members of the finance com- 


mittee confessing on. the floor that 
this legislature would be known as the 
most extravagant in many years and 
begging their colleagues not to give 
the Democrats a campaign argument, 
the house defiantly passed the Myers 
salary grab bill, which, doubles the sal- 
aries of the members of the legisla- 
ture. 


If the Senate is as pliable as the 


house the members will receive $2400 
for four months work in a total of two 
years. 


Mr. Worthington, for the finance 


committee said there were but twenty 
working days in a legislative month, 
and the members would have hard 
work convincing their 
constituents 


that they were worth $30 a day. He 
advised the Democrats to vote for the 
grata, as it would result in the election 
of more Democrats to the next legisla- 
ture.

mittee said this legislature would go 
down in history as the most extrava- 
gant for many years.
